Some helpful suggestions regard- 


ing feed bargains are made by Gus 
Bohstcdt of the college of agricul- 
ture in a communication to R. C. 
Swanson. Outagamie county agri- 
cultural agent. Some of his advice 
will answer the problems of farm- 
c. j who must feed some of the less 
desirable roughage this winter such 
as coarse hay. weedy hay. corn 
stover or straw. 


For those who must buy some 


protein concentrates, Bohstcdt calls 
attention to the fact that bran and 
linseed meal, two of the popular 
protein concentrates usually used, 
are now selling out of line as com- 
pared with other feeds, and sug- 
gests that such feeds as gluten feeds 
gluten meals, cottonseed meal, and 


soybean oil meal are better bar- 
gains. Whore bran or linseed meal 
must be fed. he suggests feeding 
them in small quantities and then 
UMiig thej>e other cheaper feeds lor 
supplying tne major part of the 
protein needed. He would use these 
higher protein concentrates where 
considerable poor hay or a lot of 
hay or corn stalks have to be fed. 


Where a good grade of legume 


hay is fed along with corn silage, 
Bohstedt believes that the grain 
mixture for all but high producing 
cows may well consist of home 
grown grains such as a mixture of 
barley and oats, or ground barley 
and oats or rye. with only about 
20 per cent or one-fifth of the mix- 
ture composed of protein concen- 
trates. 


He suggests the following a* n 


good 1000-pound mixture: ground, 
corn or corn-and-cob meal. 
400 


pounds; ground oats or other small 
grain. 400 pounds, gluten feed or 
dried brewers' 
grains 
or 
malt 


sprouts. 100 pounds: cottonseed meal 
or soybean oil meal. 100 pounds. 
This mixture, he explains, has a 
total protein content of about 15 
percent, a suitable feed used with 
clover hay or a fair grade of alfalfa 
hay. 


When only low protein rough- 


ages are fed. Bohstedt wou'd revise 
the formula jurt suggested 50 that 
200 pounds of clutcn feed or cotton- 
seed meal would be used mMead of 
100 pounds, llus would change the

cottonseed meal or other high pro- 
tein concentrate 200 pounds.

BUT DON'T EAT THE TOADSTOOL 
If in the Lord's great scheme of things 


a place has been found for the toadstool, 
should we not endeavor to find some 
purpose in the so-called Dewey Commis- j 
sion that has been stewing and fermenting j 
until it now presents to an unexcited 
world that doesn't care a snap for its con- 
clusions the passionate judgment that the 
Moscow trials were a frameup merely 
held to discredit and destroy Trotsky? 


The Dewey Commission was self-ap-

born under such circumstances. 
All his 


successors for 40 years pursued the same 
path to fame. 


The day of the log cabin is virtually 


gone. 
But the rugged principle that 


made America great and which merely 
was that leaders must prove their worth 
by accomplishment before they are trust- 
ed with the highest 
places—what has 


become of that? 
If it too is gone then 


the soul of America is in danger. 


If we lived in the atmosphere that 


made Lincoln great a man like Senator 
Wheeler of Montana would 
never be 


passed over for the presidency in favor of 
a glittering name, that someone else had 
made glitter. 


Mr. Wheeler started out in life with 


nothing but an honest purpose. He worked 
his way through the University of Mich- 
igan waiting on table. He landed in the 
far west with a few dollars,—but these 
he had earned himself. He became in 
turn, legislator, prosecutor, and senator. 
Throughout his entire public career he 
was consistently and courageously a lib- 
•al. But he was never a pink nor a lav- 
ender although he was often accused of 
Red affiliations because he was willing 
to break into any fight where the rights 
of the individual under the constitution 
were in jeopardy. 


America has other men like Wheeler, 


men who have gone the same course, 
worked the same way and clung tena- 
ciously to the same lofty ideals. 


But we arc 130 million people. And 


the people are not as close to their rulers 
as they were in Lincoln's day. They do 
not know the truth about them. Every- 
thing is propaganda, facts are twisted, 
wooden men are built into Hindenburgs, 
—and the nation suffers grievously. 


Unfortunately the Liberals, who are 


neither pink nor lavender, will be blamed 
for all the excesses in government caused 
by the pinks and the lavenders. The in- 
justice of it is that the genuine liberal 
is a practical man and the pinks and lav- 
enders are highly impractical because they 
either won't work or never had to work.
